Program. 


Residents of five St. Louis 
county school districts will find 
their tax bills lower than ex- 
pected earlier in the year, as a 
result of recent action by the 
Missouri Legislature for full fi- 
nancing of the state School Foun- 
dation program. 


Tax cuts ranging from 9 to 23 


cents have been voted in the 
Hazelwood, Ladue, Ritenour, 
University City and Pattonville 
school districts in the last two 
weeks. Officials in other county 
districts, and in St. Louis, said 
full financing of the program will 
not change their tax levies. 


Meanwhile, school boards in 


four other county districts have | 
voted to reduce their tax rates | 


as a result of increased real 
estate assessments there. 

Tax rates were cut in the 
Brentwood, Eureka R-6, Park- 
way Consolidated and Webster 
Groves school districts. Officials 
noted, however, that most prop- 
erty owners in the districts will 
not get lower tax bills, since the 
reduced rate will in many cases 
he offset by the higher property 
assessment. 

Action by Legislature. 

The Legislature last month ap- 
propriated funds for full financ- 
ing of the six-year-old foundation 
program for the first time. Full 
financing raises the minimum 
amount of money available an- 
nually to school districts from 
$185 to $232 per pupil, based on 
average daily attendance. 

The Hazelwood School Board 
Jast Thursday voted to reduce 
the school tax rate from $3.11 
to $2.93 on each $100 of assessed 
property valuation. 

School officials said full fi- 
nancirg of the foundation pro- 
gram- will bring the district 
$635,013 in state funds this year, 
about $169,400 more than _ had 
been expected. 

The Ladue School Board voted 
last Tuesday to reduce the 
school tax rate from -$2.98 to 
$2.87, because it expects to re- 
ceive an estimated $130,000 in 
additional state funds. A total 
of $508,000 will be received by 
Ladue under the program this 
year. 


Also on Tuesday, the Ritenour’ 


School Board voted a 15-cent 


reduction in the district tax rate, | 


bringing the new ievy to $3.10. 
School officials expect to receive 
about $350,000 in additional funds 
through full financing. 

$-cent Cut In U. City. 

A 9-cent cut in the University 
City School District tax rate was 
approved by the board on July 
7. The new rate will be $3.65. 
The district expects to receive 
about $889,000 this year, about 
$239,000 more than it would have 
‘under the old formula. A portion 


of the increase had been antic- | 


ipated in the earlier $3.74 tax 
rate, school officials said. 


The largest tax reduction oc- | 


curred in the -Pattonville dis- 
trict, where the school board 
on July 6 voted a 23-cent re- 
duction, bringing the rate to 


$3.29.

WASHINGTON, July 17—Pre- 
liminary plans for the Kaskaskia 
river navigation project in 
southern Illinois were .approved 
today by the Bureau of the 
Budget. Estimated total cost of 
the project is $58,200,000. 

Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), East St. Louis, who an- 
nounced the Budget Bureau ac- 
tion, said the approval means 
that Secretary of the Army Elvis 
J. Stahr Jr. now can transmit 
the project to Congress. 

Before any money can be ap- 
propriated for the work, Con- 
|gress must authorize the project, 
either separately or as part of 
an omnibus rivers and harbors 
authorization. bill. The work 
would be done by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

As proposed by the corps, the 
Kaskaskia’s channel would be 
deepened to nine feet over a 38- 
mile distance from the mouth 
of the river to Fayetteville, III. 
This would make the river navi- 
gable for barge traffic, princi- 
pally the transportation of coal. 

The plans also call for con- 
struction of a lock four miles up 
from the mouth and modifica- 
tions in the Carlyle and Shelby- 
ville reservoirs. The lock would 
be 84 feet wide and 600 feet 
long. 

A spokesman for the Corps of 
Engineers said no construction 
schedule has been set up since 
the project has not yet been 
authorized by Congress. He es- 
timated, however, that it would 
take about a year to design the 
project and two to three years 
to complete it.

A record flow of refugees from 
East Germany 
brought some 4000 into West 
Berlin over the weekend. With 
tension building up, the refugees 
apparently feared that it might 
soon be too late to leave.

COMES NOW THE SEASON 
for “coolers” — those tall 
glasses, frosty cold, filled to 
the brim with luscious mixtures 
for summer sipping. Milk, ice 
cream, chilled fruit juices, tea, 
coffee and carbonated beverag- 
es may be combined in endless 
variety to make beverages that 
will bolster energy and spirits 
when temperatures soar. 

Most of these refreshing con- 
coctions can be made from in- 
gredients that usually are on 
hand in the kitchen, or at least 
readily available at the corner 
store. Just be sure that bever- 
ages, juices and fruits are well 
chilled. It’s fun to work out 
your own favorite flavor com- 
binations; perhaps you will want 
to start with some of the follow- 
ing recipes and then ‘“‘ad lib” 
a bit by varying one or more 
of the ingredients. 

Milk floats are not only de- 
licious; they are another way 
of making sure that small fry 
and grown-ups alike drink the 
quota of milk that is so essential 
from infancy through old age. 
Sturdy bodies, strong teeth and 
@ general feeling of well-being 
require at least four to five 
glasses of milk daily for chil- 
dren and teens, two to three 
glasses per day for adults. 

Cinnamon Pear, Apricot Mint 
and Spicy Peach Floats all have 
a flavor slightly tangy, because 
of the strained baby food fruits 
with which they are made; they 
ere wise choices for those who 
prefer a drink that is not too 
sweet. 


Cinnamon Pear Floats. 

Three cups milk. 

Two five-ounce jars strained 
pears. 

Six tablespoons apple jelly OR 
six tablespoons currant jelly. 

One-fourth teaspon cinnamon. 

Dash of salt. 

One pint lemon sherbet. 

Combine one cup milk with 
pears, jelly, cinnamon and salt.

Pour into tall 
glasses and top with sherbet.

a7 PAINTINGS 
STOLEN FROM 
RIVIERA MUSEUM 


SAINT TROPEZ, France, July 
17 (AP)—Thieves stole 57 im- 
pressionist paintings valued at 
nearly $2,000,000 from a museum 
here yesterday and carted them 
off by truck. 

The haul included master- 
pieces by Maurice Utrillo, Henri 
Matisse, Raoul Dufy and Pierre 
Bonnard. It was the sixth art 
robbery onthe Riviera in the 
past 18 months. 


The paintings stolen from the 
Annonciade Museum of Modern 
Art were part of a collection | 
French industrialist Georges | 
Grammont donated in 1955 to the | 
town of Saint Tropez, his favor- | 
ite vacation spot. 

The stolen works, insured 
against fire but no theft, includ- 
ed ‘“‘Woman at the Window’’ and 
“The Gypsy” by Matisse, ‘The | 
Jetty at Honfleur’ by Dufy and 
“Saint Tropez Harbor’ by Bon- | 
nard, 

The thieves left behind 43 | 
paintings and séveral sculptures 
valued at $1,000,000. | 

The Museum in a converted 
chapel in a pine grove is not 
guarded at night. A cleaning 
woman discovered the theft two 
hours before opening time. 
Police said the thieves pried 
a grill from a door, forced a 
lock and left no tracks or finger- | 
prints. A neighbor said _ she | 
heard a truck leave the museum | 
between 2 and 3 a.m. A tramp | 
sleeping in a nearby field said | 
he also heard the truck. | 
Because art masterpieces can- | 
not be disquised, virtually the 
only market for a stolen painting | 
is a collector willing to enjoy | 
his purchase in secret. The most | 
famous theft of modern times, | 
the stealing of the Mona Lisa | 
from the Louvre in 1911 was the | 
work of an Italian who felt it 
shouid be returned to its native 
Italy. The painting was found in 
Florence two years later. 

Many of the paintings taken 
in the five earlier Riviera thefts 
have been recovered. They were 
valued at a total of $1,800,009. | 


One of the biggest Riviera art 
robberies occurred in April 1960, 
when thieves entered the Golden 
Dove restaurant near Nice and 
fled with 20 modern masterpieces 
worth $600,000. They included 
paintings by Pablo Picasso, Dufy 
and Utrillo. Within less than a 
month police had rounded up six 
members of the ring. Ihe paint- 
ings were recovered later, many 
of them from a checkroom in the 
Marseille railroad station.

last January. As a result, in the 
first six months of this year 
more than six times as much 
food was provided for partial 
wage payments on self-help eco- 
nomic development projects as 
was furnished in all of 1960. 

THE UNITED STATES now 
has agreements to furnish food- 
for-wages to seven countries in 
Africa, the Middle and Far East. 
A multi-million-dollar pact is 
expected to be worked out soon 
with Brazil. Officials here say 
the program can be an important 
aid to President Kennedy’s Alli- 
ance for Progress plan for aid- 
ing the development of Latin 
America.

Granite City | 
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Frustration’s Child 


The United States embassy in Seoul faces a 
difficult and critically important task in trying 
to determine what is happening beneath the 
surface in South Korea and in recommending 
policies to meet new situations. The mili- 
tary junta which replaced the civilian Chang 
regime two months ago already has had a 
shakeup, with Maj. Gen. Pak Chung-hi, the 
real power among the officers, taking over 
the leadership in name as well as in fact. 


This development shows at the least an in- 
stability in South Korea that has persisted 
since Syngman Rhee was ousted in April 1960. 
The successor government of John M. Chang 
could not win the battle against corruption 
and economic sickness. Although Dr. Chang 
generally was considered to have made an 
earnest effort, he has been arrested by the 
military clique and charged with collaborating 
with pro-Communist elements and taking 
bribes while Premier. 

The junta, whose assumption of power in 
May was a surprise to the United States, is 
ostensibly setting out on a path of reform. 
The 27 officers comprising it have put ad- 
visers to work drafting plans for building up 
production, ending unemployment and feed- 
ing all the people. But as yet there are no 
concrete objectives other than the vague mo- 
bilization of “national purity” and the elim- 
ination of sloth and corruption. 

. . > 


The question that comes to mind is what 
will happen if the junta meets with the same 
frustration that overtook other Korean lead- 
ers. Can these officers shore up an economy 
that remains depressed despite United States 
contributions of 250 million dollars a year? 
Is there a chance they would seek a solution 
by attacking Communist North Korea, as Rhee 
would have liked to do had he not been re- 
strained by the United States? South Korea 
has an army of 600,000 men, trained and 
equipped by the United States. 

Some such point was made by Premier 
Khrushchev as a reason for a Russian mutual 
defense treaty signed earlier this month with 
North Korea. The treaty was viewed as a 
move by the Soviet Union to displace China 
as the dominant Communist power in the Far 
East. If so it was checkmated by China within 
a féw days. Shortly after signing the treaty 
in Moscow, Kim I] Sung, North Korean pre- 
mier, journeyed to Peiping and signed a sim- 
ilar treaty with China amid circumstances 
suggesting a  hastily-arranged last-minute 
affair. 

The full significance of the treaties is not 
clear, but the effect is to increase tension in 
this part of Asia. And concern of United States 
poli¢y-makers is increased by the fact that the 
character of the military men now running 
South Korea is not clearly. defined. In a re- 
cent dispatch to the New York Times A. M. 
Rosenthal, writing from Seoul, called them ‘‘a 
new breed of men.” 

. * . 

Mr. Rosenthal pointed out that after 16 
years of involvement in South Korea Amer- 
ican officials knew everyone who counted. But 
“now, suddenly, the familiar politicians and 
officers are gone—in jail or out of power and 
staying prudently silent. New names and new 
faces, and much more important, neW sets of 
standards and attitudes count in South Korea.” 


Mr. Rosenthal said the members of the 
junta are, by and large, men who speak little 
English and have not fraternized with Amer- 
icans. They are Buddhists, proud of Korean 
customs, anti-Communists, students, author- 
itarians who make a fetish of simple living, 
men who are worried that if their revolution 
fails they will lose their power, and perhaps 
their lives. 

Possibly these men can be successful. They 
have studied the success of Mohammad Ayub 
Khan in Pakistan. But the disquieting factor 
in South Korea is that this country of 23 mil- 
lion people, separated from North Korea in 
the East-West struggle, does not have the 
resources to sustain itself economically—at 
least in the presence of a huge military estab- 
lishment. So the future is obscure. 

Perhaps there are ways in which the United 
States can be of more assistance to the Korean 
people, but for the moment close observation 
of the new regime is in order. 


Meddling in Brazil 


Ambassador John Moors Cabot’s advice to 
Brazil on the Belgrade conference of “uncom- 
mitted” nations was unnecessary and unfortu- 
nate. A reporter asked the envoy for com- 
ment in case Brazil attended the conference. 
Mr. Cabot responded that Brazil was bound 
by inter-American pacts and-so “is a com- 
mitted nation.” 

The first thing to be noted about this state- 
ment is that it is not relevant to the question. 
Brazil is committed to defense of this hemi- 
sphere but it is not committed on policies 
outside the hemisphere and is certainly not 
committed to follow United States policy on 
every occasion. The statement was equally 
unrealistic. President Quadros is under con- 
siderable pressure to develop a neutralist line 
and open United States opposition will only 
encourage those pressures. Inevitably, the 
statement aroused Brazilian resentment. Pres- 
ident Quadros retorted that Brazil “will not 
tolerate meddling from anybody.” 

Mr. Cabot seems to reflect the old Dulles 
attitude that nations that are not with us are 
against us—an attitude that makes neutralism 
suspect and forces nations to choose sides, 
which is one way of making enemies. But this 
has not been the attitude of the Kennedy 
Administration. Ambassador Cabot ought to 
be informed of the virtues of restraint if not 
silence. 


No. 38 for the Council 


The Democratic-dominated County Council 
is still co-operating with the real estate specu- 
lators. For the thirty-eighth time since the 
Democrats took power in 1959, the Council 
has rammed through a rezoning contrary to 
the reasonable advice of the County Planning 
Commission. 7 

No effort appears to have been made by 
Chairman Grantham and his colleagues to 
make any kind of case against the Commis- 
sion’s recommendation. The Councilmen in- 
stead ignored the only disinterested source 
of technical advice available to them and gave 
the developers their way, which was the right 
to place about 400 small homes on 100 acres 
presently zoned for one-acre lots. The tract is 
at Valley Park and Vandover roads, south of 
Peerless Park. 

The Commission's view was that it was 
neither necessary nor desirable at this time to 
encourage so intensive a development in an 


area so remote from the built-up urban area. 
The cost of providing services to this sub- 
division now will be unnecessarily high, and 
some of these excessive costs—police, for ex- 
ample—may have to be carried by all the 
people of the county. 

It would be a pleasant surprise if Super- 
visor McNary for once would uphold the prin- 
ciple of sound land use and veto the Council's 
illconsidered measure. He has gone along 
with the Council on 37 previous schemes of 
this kind. We imagine the Planning Commis- 
sion would even be willing to write his veto 
message for him. Why doesn’t he ask? 


Myopia in Illinois 

Unless Illinois politicians can reach agree- 
ment, next year’s candidates for the state’s 
24 congressional seats will be forced to run 
at-large, a costly, confusing and undemocratic 
procedure. Because control of the Legislature 
is divided (between a Republican Senate and 
a Democratic-organized House) a-redistricting 
plan failed in the session which ended July 1. 


A special session already is planned for 
next January to deal with other matters, but 
because a two-thirds majority is necessary to 
enact any measure at such a session adoption 
of a districting plan seems unlikely without 
advance agreement. It should be possible if 
enough Republicans and Democrats, particu- 
larly in Chicago, will put the interests of the 
state ahead of selfish interests. What hap- 
pened in Missouri in 1932 is worth recalling. 


The 1930 census cut back Missouri’s seats 
from 16 to 13 (Illinois lost one in the 1960 
census). The 1931 Missouri Legislature, con- 
trolled by Democrats, passed a redistricting 
bill which was vetoed by Republican Gov. 
Caulfield. As a result the congressional race 
was statewide; there were 56 candidates for 
the Democratic nominations, 30 Republicans 
and 13 Socialists. To reduce campaign ex- 
penses, Republican and Democratic organiza- 
tions tried to arrange “slates”, which natural- 
ly favored the machine candidates. 


The Kansas City Democratic organization 


headed by T. J. Pendergast indorsed a slate, 


for example, and was able to put over at least 
five of its candidates. The state’s entire dele- 
gation went Democratic in the Roosevelt land- 
slide. Analysis of the returns showed many 
congressional ballots were invalidated be- 
cause those who cast them did not limit their 
list of preferred candidates to 13. 


In Illinois this year, the Democrats wanted 
to extend several Democratic Chicago districts 
into suburban Cook county and combine two 
downstate Republican districts. The Republi- 
cans would have eliminated a Chicago Demo- 
cratic seat, created a new Republican district 
north of the city and combined two downstate 
Democratic areas. 

The Illinois congressional delegation has a 
membership of 14 Democrats and 11 Republi- 
cans, which reflects a close enough division 
to produce the stalemate that has occurred. 
Combined with the extremely close vote in 
the presidential election last November, this 
situation should persuade politicians of both 
parties that either might suffer a disaster 
next year. 

Gov. Kerner could call a special session 
specifically to deal with this problem, but 
Mayor Daley of Chicago is probably right in 
insisting that there first be an agreement 
among rival political leaders. It is to be hoped 
they will come to their senses. 


A Change in the Ozarks Park? 


The Department of the Interior’s request 
for $10,000,000 rather than $6,000,000 for the 
purchase of the land to be embraced in the 
proposed Ozark Rivers National Monument 
really is an expression of conviction that the 
project will be approved by Congress, if not 
in this session then in the next. So Interior— 
or rather its subsidiary agency, the National 
Park Service—wants to have the money neces- 
sary to establish this park, designed to pre- 
serve the Current, Jacks Fork and Eleven 
Point rivers and their banks. The increased 
amount is the result of field studies indicating 
higher land values. 

High hopes for adoption of the legislation 
stem from the hearings held in Washington 
by Senate and House committees. The group 
headed by Senator Anderson of New Mexico 
was obviously impressed by Senator Syming- 
ton’s presentation. Things went almost as well 
at the House hearings, except for doubts ex- 
pressed by Representative Paul C. Jones, 
on behalf of citizens of Ripley county. 


One way to overcome some of the opposition 
and, incidentally, to reduce the appropriation 
for the park land would be to draw the monu- 
ment’s southern border where the Current 
river enters Ripley county. 

If Mr. Jones really spoke for the people of 
the county, he and they should be pleased. 
Nobody: would be hurt. And there would be 
a substantial reduction in the cost of the 
national monument. With various minor 
changes before Congress, here is another 
amendment it might well consider. 


Labor Worth Its Hire 


Not the least significant aspect of Pope, 
John’s encyclical on capital, labor and social 
problems is its translation into such languages 
as Russian and Chinese. It is to be the most 
widely distributed Roman Catholic document 
in history. Obviously a special effort is being 
made to circulate it in underdeveloped coun- 
tries and behind the Iron Curtain where, for 
one reason and another, practice is farthest 
from the papal prescriptions for social justice. 

Of course, it is not meant for them alone. 
The first copies appeared in English, French, 
German and Spanish, in addition to the offi- 
cial Latin. It is in the West that the papal 
principles of distributive justice are most 
widely accepted—at least in principle. Yet 
even in the United States there is room for 
improvement. Consider merely our migratory 
farm workers or those not yet covered by the 
minimum wage law. We might well consider 
the gist of the encyclical: 


Every effort must be made so that at least 
in. the future only a just share of the fruits 
of production be permitted to accumulate in 
the hands of the wealthy and that an ample 
sufficiency be supplied to the working man. 


Definition of a “just share” and an “ample 
sufficiency” is left to individuals. But there 
are guide lines. Emphasis is on the discrep- 
ancy between “very great remuneration” for 
work of doubtful value and “the diligent and 
profitable work of whole classes of decent, 
hard-working men who receive a payment 
that is much too small.” The: key is respect 
for the “priority of individual human beings 
as compared with society.”

Bipartisan Bossism in Illinois 


Chicago's Daley Machine Illustrates Situation Common to Most of State

In many political contexts, biparti- 
sanship is a respected concept (foreign 
affairs, for example). But in Illinois, 
it works toward quite other ends. 


Where philosophies normally would 
and should clash, bosses of the two 
major parties settle issues in back 
rooms—less on the basis of represent- 
ing the total ideological spectrum of 
voters than of selected vested interests. 


Negroes, for example, have vast vot- 
ing strength (22 per cent of Chicago’s 
voting population 
alone is Negro). So

Republicans are placed en masse on 
Democratic payrolls: three G.O.P. 
House members on the rolls of the 
Sanitary District of Metropolitan Chi- 
cago, by suddenly becoming “‘ill,” 
swung the speakership election to the 
Democrats. (Yet they weren't read 
out of the party.) Regularly and pain- 
lessly, Democrats change formal alle- 
giance and become Republicans. 


Paradoxically, not only the existence 
of two one-party domains (Republi- 


Publie Opinion 


can downstate, Democratic in Chicago), 


but also the Illinois Constitution itself 
contributes to this undermining of po- 
litical responsibility, 

Drafted in 1871 in the wake of Civil 
War bitterness, it gives each district 
three House seats and permits parties 


to nominate for any or all. Voters in 
turn can award three votes to one man, 
or one and a half to each of two, or 
divide their three evenly. 


As a result, it’s customary for many 
district leaders to play it safe, split- 
ting the seats two-to-one in favor of 
whichever is the locality’s dominant 
party. It is only a short additional 
step to cutting in the minority on pa- 
tronage or other favors in return for 
remaining docile. 

In this controlled environment, re- 
gardless of which party is dominant, 
soon all but a few officeholders be- 
come beholden to party bosses rather 
than the voters, who lack any real 
choice—and opposing bosses in turn 
find themselves gaining more by deal- 
ing with one another and with selected 
interest groups than with their con- 
stituents. 

Evolution has made bipartisanship 
an awesome instrument. And Chicago's 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, as few oth- 
ers, is equipped to play it like a master. 

First, in true boss tradition, he is 
less a man of party convictions than a 
political craftsman flying a banner. 
If President Kennedy is to be classi- 
fied on the whole with Democratic 
conservatives, Daley is a party reac- 
tionary. He either drags his feet or 
balks entirely on such frontiers as race 
relations, public housing, public wel- 
fare, metropolitan planning or even an 
ability-to-pay tax structure. 

Since Chicago, like the South, asks 
not oné’s political philosophy so much 
as his party affiliation, this conserva- 
tism is no detriment within the ma- 
chine—and it’s a grade-A attraction to 
vested interests which might oppose 
both the man and his party. 

A builder par excellence (contracts 
always help one’s stock both with 
the machine and business leaders), 
Daley has cleaned up the Loop, accel- 


erated construction of expressways and 
other public works, personally sought 
to recruit new industry and such plums 
as conventions, and boosted Chicago 
both with flowery speeches and public 
relations coups such as the St. Law- 
rence Seaway visit of’ Queen Eliza- 
beth. He has joined businessmen in 
organizing dozens of planning commit- 
tees. 

In turn, inadvertently or not, busi- 
ness men have helped lay smoke- 
screens for him, or 
they bail him out 
by serving on big- 
name investigative 
or ‘‘clean-up”’ com- 
mitteés. 

Daley knows poli- 
tics. He grew up 
in the “‘Back of the 
Stockyards” neigh- 
borhood which also 
produced his may- 
oral prédecessors, 
Ed Kelly and Mar- 
tin Kennelly. A precinct captain at 21, 
he sinc€ has been State Representative, 
State Senator and floor leader for the 
Kelly-Nash machine, county treasurer, 
county comptroller, state director of 
finance (in Adlai Stevenson’s adminis 
tration), and county clerk. 


Can Daley, the present architect of 
bipartisan bossism, be toppled? 


Were Chicago’s now-apathetic sub- 
urbs to assert themselves, the ma- 
chine’s hold on the Cook county judi- 
ciary—and eventually, the entire gov- 
ernmental apparatus—might begin to 
crumble. Reform then might begin 
from without, in both parties. 


Until such an occurrence, Daley or 
another like him is likely to ride high. 
With bipartisanship, as in a long-run 
Broadway musical, the cast may 
change. But the plot will remain the 
samé.

All across this land voices today are 
being raised in respect to Communism. 
The anti-Communists are loud in pro- 
claiming their undying hatred of this 
erroneous and archaic idea. And the 
pro-Communists are equally loud in 
stating that they have a right to any 
opinion they care to hold. 

Oddly, we agree with both groups at 
this point. We believe that Communism 
is evil, horribly wrong and vicious. 
But we also believe that those persons 
who do not see it that way, have a 
right to hold to a view which we can- 
not possibly share. 

We wish most earnestly to defeat the 
Communist menace. But to do so, we 
must defeat it with logic and by being 
right, and not simply because we can 


muster the strength of arms sufficient- 
ly powerful to destroy those who op- 
pose us. 


The temptation that forever confronts 
those of us who oppose Communism is 
for us to take up force (or govern- 
ment) as a device by means of which 
we can defeat those who oppose us. 


If we quail at the thought of criti- 
cism it must be in fear that some way 
we are not right and hence must resort 
to violence of some order to ‘‘shut up” 
those who disagree. Force is the refuge 
of those who are in error, Truth is 
mighty, far more so than force, and 
ultimately will prevail. 

We cannot defeat a wrong idea by 
force. We can only truly defeat it by

AMERICAN WELFARE, by Alfred de 
Grazia and Ted Gurr. (New York 
University Press, 470 pgs., $6.50.) 


As far as this reviewer is aware, this 
is the first attempt to present a pano- 
ramic view of the , ry welfare 
system which, when the parts are 
considered, amounts to a way of life 
that touches everyone in the country. 
‘It is surprising to find that each year 
45,000,000 Americans volunteer their 
services to some welfare effort; this 
number does not include the millions of 
professionals. 

The authors have directed the book 
toward several million ‘‘activists’’ in 


welfare work—the clergy, officials, 
foundations, business executives, 
teachers and students, social workers 
and civic leaders. They show who 
gives what to whom, by what means 
and with what effect, and where the 
process is leading. 

Also surprising is the immense var- 
jety of welfare vehicles that are con- 
sidered, These include the family, the 
neighborhood, the community, state 
and national organizations, churches, 
fraternal and service organizations, the 
educational system, business and labor 
operations, foundations and community 
trusts, local governments, state gov- 
ernments, the national government and

UNITED NATIONS 
July 17 (UPI) 

EXERCISES IN TRANQUIL- 
ITY occur weekly at the United 
Nations. 

Participants form fists and 
learn to sit without a chair. 
They are taught to push moun- 
tains, carry tigers and pick up 
needles at sea’s bottom. 

It’s a quiet business. 

Secretariat staffers boning up 
on tranquility wear sneakers. 

The muscle flexing in tran- 
quility is based on a system of 
exercise practiced in China for 
nearly 1000 years—t’ai chi ch’uan. 

Sophia Delza, a dancer, dis- 
covered the system when in 
China, learned it and brought 
the technique to the United 
States. 

“Roughly translated,’’ she 
said, “‘t’ai chi ch’uan means the 
first principle of unarmed com- 
bat or Chinese boxing. 

“In China, nearly everyone 
does it. It builds up physical 
power, promotes circulation and 
gives one calmness. 

“Once you master the tech- 
nique, you can take the difficult 
problems of your life and the 
world with ease and not 
anxiety.” 

Contrary to the vigorous health 
exercises in our Western civili- 
zation, the tranquil exercises are 


bring on tranquility. 


composed of calm, unhurried 
movements designed to build up 
energy and not expend it. 

Sitting without a chair, push- 
ing mountains, carrying tigers 
and such are titles of some. of 
the 108 forms making up the 
system. 

“The pace of each form,” 
Miss Delza said, “is according 
to the natural rhythm of one’s 
heart. Panting during an exer- 
cise in tranquility means you're 
going at it too fast.” 

Miss Delza first conducted the 
exercises upon request by a 
group of Chinese men at the 
United Nations more than two 
years ago. 

Chinese women next became 
interested. Miss Delza’s present 
classes in tranquility now in- 
clude representatives of nearly 
all nations — but none from 
Russia to date. 

The secret of the ancient ex- 
ercise is movement — flowing, 
sustained and light. The various 
forms flow smoothly into each 
other and bring every part of the 
body into play from the smallest 
finger joint to the largest 
muscle. 

The sequence of 108 forms 
takes @ minimum of 20 minutes 
to perform. ‘With practice,” 
Miss Delza said, ‘‘the action can 
be slowed to take a longer 
time. 

“The flowing technique of the

Mothers fall 
into the habit. It is a way of letting the world know about all 
the agurnvesions they are suffering from children who won't 

sas eat, won’t pick up their 
clothes, won’t keep clean, 
won’t go to bed on time, 
etc. 

But nagging carries its 
own antidote. Too much of 
it and children become im- 
mune. After the umpteenth 
time a child literally does 
not hear the mother say, 
“If you leave your bicycle 
in the driveway one more 
night, I’m going to take it 
away from you for a 
month.” 

Then when he does lose

his bike, he’s aggrieved and resentful. 

“Why didn’t you tell me?” he wants to know.

Then he will learn not only that valuable property needs care 
and protection, but to listen when you speak. 

If it is food the mother is nagging about, let her convince 
herself that no child ever ate because someone said he should, 
but only because there was hunger and the food was 
appetizing. She should take steps to make it appetizing. 


When a child forgets to pick up his clothes, 
jake him back to his room and stand there until he 
does pick them up. Merely complaining that he doesn’t 
pick up clothes won’t get the job done. Why should he, 
if you will? 


When a mother finds herself constantly hounding the 
children with their misdeeds and refusals, let her retreat, 
regroup her faculties and attempt a new offensive. 

The key word, in such a situation, is to calm down. The 
campaign to get children to act is off om the wrong foot 
when it is captained by nagging.

Muny Opera Party

EVERY MONDAY NIGHT 
after the show the Muny Opera 
cast has a party and commu- 
nity singing breaks out. The 
principals sing. The dancers 
sing. The executives sing. A few 
outsiders are invited and be- 
come giddy amid the grand 
voices and believe they can sing, 
too. The professionals are kind 
and drown them out, as a com- 
munity service. 

The members of the singing 
chorus tolerate all the other 
voices because every chorus 
singer knows his turn will come 
some fine Monday night. The 
party is sociable but it has a 
practical side effect, building 
morale among the singers in the 
chorus. Each Monday night four 
in the chorus are chosen for 
solos, If it never happens again 
in a chorus singer’s career he 
has that one night, standing be- 
fore his peers and hearing the 
best sound in music, his ‘own 
voice. 

Edwin McArthur, musical di- 
rector of the Muny for 17 years, 
produces the parties. They were 
going on when McArthur joined 
the Muny and the parties be 
came his project, possibly be- 
cause there is so much singing 
and McArthur cannot stand by 
idly while there is a song go- 
ing on.

“For.one thing, it got to be 
too much for me,”’ McArthur 
said. “Then a _ coffee shop 
opened up next door to the hotel 
and the kids went there. I 
couldn’t order them to come to 
a party at the hotel.” 

The party was resumed this 
year because McArthur missed 
it and E. R. Gates missed it. 
Gates is president of the Gates- 
worth Hotel and the parties had 
been holding forth in the hotel’s 
Walnut Room for nobody knows 
exactly how long. Gates lured 
back the singers and the dancers 
from coffee shops and such, one 
night a week anyway, with the 
best come-on known to inn- 
keepers. He offered a free sup- 
per. 

Gates’s offer averages about 
150 free suppers on Monday 
nights. The business on the oth- 
er side of the Walnut Room, at 
the bar, is cash as usual and 
it is not much heavier than us- 
ual, either. The Muny singers 
and dancers in the choruses are 
young, and dedicated, and 
would not train much at bars 
even if they could afford it.

Several weeks ago a Muny 
Opera show opened with a 
sword-tripping, and a dancer 
made a butterfingered catch of 
his partner, and the audience 
had other laughs that were not 
in the script. There had been 
more booby traps than a Muny 
production usually stumbles 
upon. McArthur came into the 
Walnut Room and took his usual 
position, at the piano, and start- 
ed building morale, kidding the 
by-gones and then letting them 
be 


“You did very well tonight,’ 
he said. “I even stayed to the 
finish of the show.” 

He got a laugh and that was 
all the post-mortem the show 
had that night. McArthur be- 
gan to play the piano. He 
treated it as a good sparring 
partner. He gave it a thump- 
ing, not enough to cause dam- 
age but sufficient to let the pi- 
ano know he was in charge.
